The original edition of Audubon’s Birds of North America 
was published in 1830-39, years of constant toil and discourage- 
ment. It contains 435 plates, with 1055 specimens, all life size. 
7 he subscription price was $1000 a copy, the cost was $100,000, 
‘and he lost by it $25,000. Copies now bring $4,000. These 
Jplates are a reissue, by chromolithography, in 1860. Audubon 
studied painting under the French artist David. ‘“‘He was an 
artist and a backwoodsman, seeking adventure, seeking the grat- 
ification of his tastes, and to put on record his love of the birds.
